At the beginning of our new fiscal 
year, July 1, 1942, the amount 
authorized, requested and expended 
for war purposes was $222 billion. 
Of this, $35 billion had been spent 
and $187 billion remained to be 
spent in future years. 


2. Will this cover all war expendi- 
tures? 

The answer will be determined 
by the time required to win the 
war, the level of prices and the 
rate of spending. If prices do not 
exceed those of the first half of 
1942, we can expect to spend from
